IN  AN  EFFORT  to  halt  the 
widespread  violence  and  strife 
that  have  reached  crisis  propor- 
tions, President  Charles  De 
Gaulle  planned  to  make  a na- 
tionwide radio  broadcast  next 
Friday  to  rally  Frenchmen  be- 
hind his  “middle  of  the  road"  ap- 
proach to  the  Algerian  question. 

De  Gaulle’s  climb  to  power 
2Vz  years  ago  brought  unity  to 
France,  which  had  been  stagger- 
ed by  strikes,  riots  and  govern- 
ment instability  but  opposition 
has  been  mounting  recently  be- 
cause of  his  stand  on  Algeria.  It 
has  been  bitterly  criticized  by 
both  left  and  rightwing  ele- 
ments. 

A SERIES  of  statements  em- 
anating from  Moscow  and  other 
quarters  hinted  possible  Com- 
munist military  assistance  for 
the  Algerian  rebels  whose  war 
against  France  enters  its  sev- 
enth year  Tuesday. 

Moroccan  Crown  Prince  Mou- 
lay  Hassan  said  in  London  that 
“in  three  weeks  or  a month,  a 
new,  very  grave  factor  will  in- 
tervene in  the  war  in  Algeria 
and  this  new  aspect  could  change 
the  whole  nature  of  the  strug- 
gle.” 

DIPLOMATIC  observers  seem- 
ed to  feel  this  was  a warning 
that  Red  Chinese  “volunteers” 
might  be  thrown  into  the  fight 
on  the  side  of  the  rebels. 

In  Tunis,  an  Algerian  rebel 
“government”  source  said  “Chi- 
nese assistance  is  in  the  course 
of  being  prepared.  It  will  be  put 
into  effect  in  six  months’  time 
at  the  latest.” 

THE  COMMUNIST  publica-  j 
tions  Pravda  and  Izvestia  said 
yesterday  in  Moscow  that  the  j 
Soviet  Union,  which  only  rec- j 
ently  granted  the  rebels  “de  fac-  j 
to”  recognition,  is  ready  “to  help  ; 
in  any  way  to  give  aid  to  the  Al- 
gerian  people  in  their  struggle  j 
for  independence.”

Red  Allies 
Keep  Cuba 
In  Arms 

HAVANA,  Oct.  28  (UPI)  — 
Mounting  shipments  of  arms 
from  behind  the  Iron  Curtain 
have  made  Cuba  one  of  the  most 
heavily  armed  nations  of  its  size 
in  the  world,  it  was  reported 
today. 

Reliable  informants  said  arms 
received  from  the  Reds  include 
tanks  and  artillery — and  prob- 
ably jet  planes — from  Russia, 
100,000  Czech  rifles  and  “large 
quantities”  of  .35-caliber  ma- 
chine guns. 

THE  COASTLINE  of  Jinar  Del 
1 Rio  province,  west  of  Havana, 

! bristles  with  naval  gun  emplace- 
i ments.  The  former  American 
mining  area  at  Moa  Bay  in  east- 
ern Cuba  has  been  closed  to  ci- 
vilians and  apparently  is  being 
converted  into  a major  military 
base. 

The  government  has  ordered 
a tight  military  alert  to  support 
its  charge  that  a “U.  S. -supported 
invasion”  can  be  expected  mo- 
mentarily. Precautions  in  force 
include  sporadic  blackouts  of 
coastal  highways  around  Havana. 

PREMIER  Fidel  Castro  has 
not  appeared  publicly  here  for 
nearly  two  weeks,  and  his 
whereabouts  are  unknown. 

Castro’s  brother  Raul,  Cuba’s 
armed  forces  minister,  has  been 
out  of  sight  even  longer  than  the 
Premier.  Reports  circulating 
here  said  he  has  established 
headquarters  at  San  Luis.  Near 
Moa  Bay,  where  Russian  and 
Czech  “technicians”  are  school- 
ing him  in  military  strategy  and 
tactics. 

WHILE  bracing  themselves  for 
“invasion,”  Castro’s  supporters 
are  simultaneously  fighting  en- 
emies within  Cuba.  Informed 
sources  said  as  many  as  10,000 
militiamen  have  been  ordered 
into  the  Escambray  Mountains  of 
Central  Cuba  to  try  to  crush 
anti-Castro  guerrilla  activity. 

In  Pinar  Del  Rio  yesterday, 
Nieves  Perez  Rodriguez  was 
found  guilty  of  leading  an  anti- 
communist underground  group 
in  Guane  and  sentenced  to  serve 
nine  years  in  prison.

Misunderstood 


The  letters  were  sent  out  by 
the  National  Association  of 
Evangelicals,  an  18-year-old  or- 
ganization with  headquarters  in 
Whaton,  111.  It  represents  38 
Fundamentalist  Protest  Denom- 
inations with  a membership  of 
about  two  million  persons. 

The  letters,  signed  by  Associ- 
ation President  Thomas  F.  Zim- 
merman, assert  that  if  a Catholic 
is  elected  President,  “T  h e 
Church  of  Rome  will  have  a 
new,  great  advantage,  and  the 
United  States  will  no  longer  be 
recognized  as  a Protestant  nation 
in  the  eyes  of  the  world.” 

The  National  Council  of 
Churches,  which  represents  34 
major  Protestant  denominations 
with  an  aggregate  membership  of 
39  million  persons,  has  refused 
to  have  any  part  in  the  project. 
Its  general  secretary,  the  Rev. 
Roy  G.  Ross,  said  that  any  po- 
litical use  of  Reformation  Sun- 
day “Would  be  foreign  to  the 
purposes  of  which  it  has  been  de- 
voted historically.” 

Leaders  of  several  of  the  larg- 
est Protestant  bodies — including 
the  United  Presbyterian,  Protes- 
tant Episcopal,  American  Bap- 
tist, Congregationalist,  Reformed 
and  United  Lutheran  churches 
— have  publicly  deplored  turning 
Reformation  Sunday  into  an 
anti-Catholic  political  rally. 

The  Southern  Baptist  conven- 
tion, which  has  nearly  10  million 
members,  is  not  affiliated  with 
either  the  National  Council  of 
Churches  or  the  National  Associ- 
ation of  Evangelicals.  It  has  not 
taken  a stand,  as  a denomination, 
on  the  proposal  to  conduct  “Re- 
ligious Freedom”  services  Oct. 
30. 

But  a large  number  of  South- 
ern Baptist  clergymen,  including 
the  denomination’s  president,  Dr. 
Ramsey  Pollard,  have  been  out- 
spoken in  their  opposition  to  a 
Catholic  in  the  White  House.  It 
is  reasonable  to  expect  that  many 
of  them  will  deliver  sermons  on 
the  subject  Sunday. 

What  effect  any  sermons  on 
this  topic  will  have  is  a matter 
of  conjecture.  Protestants  who 
already  have  a strong  fear  and 
distrust  of  Catholicism — or  who 
were  planning  to  vote  against 
Sen.  John  F.  Kennedy  for  politi- 
cal reasons — doubtless  will  be 
strengthened  in  their  previous 
convictions. 

But  the  record  indicates  that 
a great  many  American  Protes- 
tants have  a habit  of  going  deaf 
when  their  ministers  try  to  tell 
them  how  to  vote,  whether  the 
issue  is  prohibition  or  the  presi- 
dency.

sciences  library.  It  houses  books 
in  the  fields  of  biological  and  ag- 
ricultural sciences,  foods  and 
nutrition,  clothes  and  textiles 
and  the  College  of  Nursing. 

UNLIKE  THE  GRANT  Libr- 
ary, the  life  sciences  apd  science 
libraries  do  not  require  stack 
permits.  Any  one  can  help  him- 
self to  any  book  on  the  shelves, 
check  it  out,  or  take  it  to  a table. 
The  Grant  Library  requires 
stack  permits  because  there  is 
simply  not  enough  room  to  let 
everyone  go  in  among  the 
stacks. 

Featured  in  the  science  library 
are  periodicals  of  government 
documents,  a map  collection 
which  includes  geological  and 
army  service  maps,  an  engineer- 
ing index  and  an  applied  scien- 
ce and  technology  index. 

THE  LIFE  SCIENCES  Library 
has  an  agricultural  index  and 
biological  abstracts.  These  in- 
dexes are  aids  to  locating  period- 
icals. Both  libraries  have  re- 
serve book  sections  and  a sec- 
tion where  new  books  and  re- 
cent periodicals  are  put  for  a 
space  of  two  weeks  before  they 
are  put  on  the  shelves. 

“I  would  like  to  point  out,” 
said  Mrs.  Carol  Smith,  librarian 
of  both  the  science  and  life  sci- 
ence libraries,  “that  although 
the  Grant  Library  has  a card 
catalog  which  includes  every 
book  in  the  library  system,  you 
don’t  have  to  go  over  there  to 
find  where  the  book  for  which 
you  are  looking  is  located.  Both 
science  libraries  have  their  own 
card  catalogue  and  periodical 
location  file.”

discussions  and  keeps  the  discus- 
sion going. 

Matty  concluded  the  discus- 
sion of  various  therapy  methods 
by  talking  about  tranquilizer 
and  drug  therapy,  one  of  the 
latest  methods  in  treating  the 
mentally  ill.  Matty  said  that  at 
Utah  State  Hospital  all  shock 
treatments  have  stopped,  and 
only  industrial,  group,  and  tran- 
quilizer and  drug  therapies  are 
used. 

Steve  then  explained  the  pa- 
tient government  at  the  hospital. 
The  government  consists  of  a 
ward  council,  an  inter-ward 
council  and  a board  of  directors. 
The  board  of  directors  work  with 
an  adviser  who  is  usually  an  ex- 
patient hired  to  fill  that  position.  | 

“GOALS  OF  THE  inter-ward' 
council,”  said  Steve,  “are  to  raise  j 
$100,000  for  a non-denomina- 
tional  chapel,  a snack  bar  for  j 
those  who  are  visiting  the  hospi- 
tal and  telephones  for  patients!

“However,  there  is  a club  for  re- 
leased mental  patients  called  the 
New  Horizons  Club,”  said  Mat- 
ty. “The  club  is  to  these  released 
patients  as  the  Alcoholics 
Anonymous  is  to  the  reformed 
alcoholic.” 


Upon  being  released  from  the  | 
hospital,  both  Louise  and  Matty 
want  to  get  a job,  get  their 
children  back  and  eventually 
marry  again.
